The second annual State conven- 
tion of the Gideons, an order made 
up of Christian traveling men of 
America, will be held in Hopkins- 
ville Saturday and Sunday, January 
7 and 8, 1905. 

There are camps in the larger 
cities of the State and probably 100 
delegates will be on hand. The 
Sopkinsvilk camp is No. 4 in Ken- 
tucky. The president is Mr, R. A. 
Rogers and the secretary Mr. T. G: 
Hiser, 

The order was founded by Mr. I. 
H. Nicholson, who is now the presi- 
dent of the National Order. Mr. 
hol.son was sleeping in a crowded 
el one night, beidg a commercial 
veler, and the landlord found it 
necessary to give him a room mate. 
The latter entered the room atter 
Mr. Nicholson had gone to bed and 
explained before going to bed that it 
was his custom to read the Bible and 
offer a prayer before retiring. Mr. 
Nicholson, who was also a Christian 
drummer, arase and joined the new- 
comer in his devotions. From this 
rcumstance arose the order of 
Gideons. It has spread all over the 
:ountry. The official badge is a 
button containg a pitcher with a 
light in it. 
Its motto is from Judges 7; 21 
And They Stood Every Man in Hi- 
Place Around the Camp." 

The convention here will meet at 
the Episcopal church Saturday nigh! 
Jan. 7, at which time the ''Cam]> 
Fire" will be lighted, officers will be 
elected for the State camp and als< i 
for the local camp. 

Some of the most prominent Gid- 
eons in the United- States will be 
present, including President Nichol- 
son. 

Jno. V. Farwell, the dry goods 
merchant of Chicago, will occupy 
the pulpit at the Baptist church on 
Sunday. 

Chas. A. Duncan, of Paris, State 
President, and Abner Johnson, of 
Madisonville. State Secretary, will 
be present. 

The program comprises a sunrise 
meeting at 7 o'clock Sunday morn 
ing, a meeting at 2:30 and a general 
mass meeting at the Tabernacle at 
7 p. m. Nearly all the city churches 
wiil allow the visitors to occupy their 
pulpits at 11 o'clock, with Christian 
talks.

Only 99 Cases of Smallpox 
Now Remain In the 
Hospitals. 



ONE DEATH AT CONCORD. 



Further Wholesale Discharg- 
es to Be Made by End of 
The Week. 



The Smallpox situation, all r 
lfadiiu,' reports to the contrary 
cotv ly improving, and is 100 per 
cem more favorable today than it 
was ivhen the Kentuckian be^an giv- 
ing statistical reports ten days ago. 

Preparations were made Monday 
ij) place Mr. Jno. L. Griffith's child 
in I lai (J rove hospital and 
agreement was had as to all details 
and editions. For some reason 
the child was not taken Monday af- 
and Tuesday the family 
■Ncian asked that the child be dift 
missed as well. This caused anoth 
er delay and the child was not taken 
to the hospital. 

jjloward Giles, a young man from 
South Christian, was admitted to 
Cedai tirove hospital Tuesday, mak- 
er 9 there, none of them very sick. 
EiRht more negroes from near 
Howell were taken to the Concord 
■fcpital Tuesday. A negro man 
named Boyd, from Mr. Geo. W. 
Wills' farm, died there Tuesday. 
His CAM had been hopeless from the 
lint. Dr. Jackson yesterday signed 
discharges for 28 at Concord and 
went to Gracey to discharge 14 there, 
welve were discharged there Tues- 
;iy by Dr. Crowe. 

Dr. Jackson gives the present fig- 
rea for the three hospitals, includ- 
ig all admissions and discharges up 
i yesterday: 

t Concord, negroes, 64. 
At Gracey, negroes. 26. 
At Cedar Grove, whites. 9. 
In Quarantine 3. 

Total 102. 

At least half of these are practic- 
ally ready to let out. By this ti.ne 
next week, the hospital at Gracey 
should be closed and any remaining 
eases transferred to Concord. All of 
the cases at Cedar Grove are conval- 
escent except two or three. The 
three cases in quarantine are well 
and will be released by Sunday. 

The streets are now filled with 
shoppers and business is brisk with 
the merchants. The scare has at all 
times been greatly magnified, but 
the danger, if it ever was a danger, 
is now over. 

The Kentuckian has dealt honestly 
with the public, believing it better to 
grjva actual figures as obtained from 
official sources.

The charge that landed Brown in the 
prison was that of maliciously cut- 
ting Joe Mosely, the colored railroad 
excuasion promoter, while the lat 
ter was defending Conductor ,Mul- 
Iihix, when Brown tried to take p<>- 
session of an I. C. passenger train. 

Several months ago Brown board- 
ed the pa senger train on the Louis- 
ville division. On being approached 
by Conductor Mulljnix for his fare . 
he refused to pay. The conductor 
threatened to put him oft* '.and srarted 
to do so when Brown pulled a gun. 
Leveling the revolver at Mullinix, 
the negro snapped the trigger, but it 
failed to go off. About this time 
Mosely saw what was on, and rushed 
to the assistance of the conductor, 
i They overpowered Brown, During 
the melee, however, Brown cut 
Mosely behind the ear. The desper- 
ado was tied and held until Paducah 
was reached, when he was turned 
over to the authorities. Brown was 
placed in jail and arraigned in the 
police court on the charge of disor- 
derly conduct, of which he was con- 
victed. While serving his sentence 
he was taken back to Eddyville and 
has been in jail there since.

Under each 
indictment are two counts, one 
charging forgery the other utter- 
ing of forged paper. 

Information of the indictment wat 
at once wired to New York by Coun- 
ty Prosecutor Keeler, and he reques- 
ted that Mrs. 'Chadwiek be immedi- 
ately re-arrested if she secured bail 
on the other charges hanging 
ber.

He 
lay get out of the field with 175, 
r maybe 200 pounds, but he will 
ol set the world on fire aa a pick 
r of the stnple. 
••Sin-.'ing is a pnrt of the game, 
nd when you find a negro who lo- 
gins to sing and holler as soon as 
he bonds over the row you may 
know thereby that you have a 
good hand. The negro, iir a rule, 
works by music. In no other line 
ctivity is (his fact so notice 
aa iu the cotton patch. Here 
is where the negro must sing if fw 
would meet with any satisfactory 
measure of success. It is no loud, 
discordant howling, either. It is 
music, the like of which you can 
not hear at any other place, or un- 
der any other circumstances, •> 
soft hum, delicately intoned, 
hmic, mellow, soothing, and 
all the while the negro's bod; 
swings to and fro over the cotton 
row as with his nimble fingers he 
pulls the long white locks from 
he boll 

"I have known a great many 
cotton planters who would not 
hire a negro cotton picker unless 
he was satisfied that the negro 
sang as he worked. It is a curious 
thing that pickers of this type 
have more time for the humorous 
bantering and jawing so common 
among this clasfl, than the men 
who work in silence. The singing 
negro does Dot work as bard, as a 
matter of fact, as the silent negro. 
This is because be works more rap 
idly. The song he sings seems to 
make the machinery run more 
smoothly, and so he accomplish 
es more in the end than the quiet 
fellow, aud has some time for the 
foolish talk of the cotton patch be- 
sides."
